Approximately 100 assessors 
from all parts of Alberta studied 
uniform methods of rural assess-

Elevator At Dauphin, Man.

The Manitoba Pool Elevator “C’’ at Dauphin, Man., 
erected 1953-54, differs from the ordinary country elevator 
in many ways. In the first place, it is the largest cribbed or 


wooden elevator in Western 
170,000 bushels. It is all one 


Canada with a capacity of 
unit built on one foundation. 


A continuous slab or mattress extends the full length of the 
building, which is 116 feet. It has 51 bins, all hopper bot- 
tomed, and two elevator legs that carry the grain to the 


head or cupola of the building. 


From there it is distributed to 
the nearést bins by means of a 
Gerber spout in a manner common 
to the usual elevator. Owing to 
the great length of the building, 
it is not possible to run grain into 
all the bins by gravity as a fall 
of at least eight inches to the foot 
is necessary for this. Some other 
means had to be devised to take 
the grain to the east and west 
bins. For this augers were used. 

There are four augers, two at 
the top of the bins and two under 
them. The latter two are used to 
bring the grain back to the pits 
for loading into cars, cleaning or 
whatever purpose necessary. 

The legs are powered by two 
motors—15 and 10 h.p. respective- 
ly. The augers each have 714 h.p. 
motors for power. 

The hanging bins over the 
cleaner, which is above the rear 
work floor, all bleed into the clean- 
er. This saves re-elevation when 
it is necessary to clean grain. 

The Manitoba Pool is not only 
@ grain handling organization but 
is also an advocate of the use of 
clean seed, one of the reasons for 
this large modern cleaner. In the 
spring or late winter the farmer 
can bring’ his seed grain in and 
have it returned to his truck in 
clean condition very quickly, thus 
eliminating the wearisome back- 
breaking job of cleaning at home. 

The cleaner is also used to re- 
duce the amount of seeds and 
foreign grain in the grain deliver- 
ed, before it is shipped. This has 
many advantages, one being no 
freight to pay on material of no 
commercial value, Secondly, a

farmer can, if he wishes, receive 
his screenings back to take home 
for stock or sheep feed. Thirdly, 
it sometimes prevents grain from 
being in the rejected class on ac- 
count of foreign matter or grain. 

When a load of grain is deliver- 
ed to this elevator it is weighed, 
then dumped by an electric hoist 
which eliminates a lot of work 
connected with the usual hoist in 
an elevator, as this one raises the 
front end of the truck so high 
that the use of shovels and drag 
hoes are not necessary. 

Naturally in an elevator of this 
size, speed, and capacity, a larger 
volume of grain will be handled 
daily and a large volume of dust 
is created. 

Dust is a fire hazard and is also 
hard on the operator's lungs as the 
dust of today contains some soil 
since the advent of the combine 
style of threshing. 

To take care of this the builders 
opened up the rear of the work 
floor and instead of a wall with 
@ small door there are two large 
doors similar to the driveway 
doors mounted on tracks. These 
can be rolled open when the ele- 
vator is in operation allowing 
fresh air to circulate through the 
work floor, 

The cupola windows are instai- 
led at floor level, and when open 
the dust is blown out by natural 
forces, 

The office connected with this 
elevator is located six feet from 
the wall of the drive shed. Unlike 
the office-engine room of the old 
style building, it is large and com- 
fortable. It is two stories high 
and has an oil-burning heating 
unit installed in the basement. 
Thus an agent can do his book 
work in comfort and a customer 
can wait in pleasant surroundings 
whilst his load is being cleaned. |

After Saturday, the next worst 
day for injuries occurring in motor 
vehicle accidents was Sunday, fol- 
lowed by Friday, Thursday, Tues- 
day, Wednesday, then Monday in 
that order.

Land To Develop Wild 


Berry And Fruit Industry 


Wild fruits and berries may be grown in marketable 
quantities in the muskegs and sandhill areas of Alberta if 
experiments being undertaken by the Plant Science Depart- 
ment of the Universijy of Alberta prove successful. A 40- 
acre tract of beaver-dam bogland near Rocky Mountain 
House has been obtained from the Department of Lands and 
Forests and a long-range program will ascertain whether 
native fruits and berries can be bred and crossed with tame 
varieties to produce large-fruited hybrids. 


While the interest in the first; 


experiments will be with blueber- 
ries and cranberries, the varieties 
listed as worthy of study include 
Saskatoons. wild strawberries, pin 
cherries, gooseberries, northern 
black currants, stemless and wild 
red raspberries, cloudberries, dew- 
berries and squashberries, 

“We have been of the opinion 
that these wild fruits deserve 
study,” said Dr. R. J. Hilton, Pro- 
fessor of Horticulture. “There is 
a possibility that the selection of 
the best types, coupled with the 
application of certain cultural and 
fertilizing practices, might result 
in improved stands of plants and 
also increased yields.” 

The site near Rocky Mountain 
House was chosen after seven 
years of observation throughout 
north-central Alberta. It consists 
of bogland and rolling sandhills, 
covered with poplar, lodgepole pine 
and spruce trees. Wild blueberry 
and upland cranberry plants al- 
ready grow in large numbers in 
the experimental tract. 

The two main classes of experi- 
ments will be cultural and breed- 
ing work, The cultural trials will 
attempt to adjust the conditions 


‘of the area to aid in the develop- 
-ment of the plants. This will in- 


clude the use of fertilizers, irri- 
gation, cultivation, mulching, pest 
control, pruning and _ burning. 
Shade-producing and competitive 
plants also will be removed to 
give the fruits the best possible 
growing conditions. 

In the breeding experiments, the 
Plant Science Department plans

to cross such large-fruited varie- 
ties'as the eastern highbush blue- 
berry and the bog cranberry with 
native species of these plants, The 
goal will be to produce a large- 
fruited hybrid — one which can 
withstand severe winter conditions 
through being hardy and low 
enough to have a snow cover. At 
the same time it must yield a fruit 
which can compete in cost and 
quality with those grown in other 
parts of Canada, 

These experiments will he con- 
ducted over a period of several 
years and will provide an accue 
rate botonical survey of the habits 
of wild fruits in Alberta. This in- 
formation will serve as a guide 
to those who would plan to utilize 
the muskeg and sandhill lands for 
future fruit production. 

"It is now being realized that 
these lands are marginal as far 
as gencral farming practices are 
concerned,” stated Dr. Hilton, “so 
there would seem to be a definite 
place for the production of- special 
!crops such as native fruits.”

Wanham’s is a story of steady 
growth rather than a spectacular 
overnight mushrooming. 

E. D, Prevost, a. Wanham busi- 
nessman, remembers that back in 
1916 when his family arrived in 
the district, they purchased a rail- 
way ticket for Mile 332 on Grizzly 
Bear Prairie. Wanham didn’t 
exist. 

He recalls that among the early 
farmers were Alfred Syr, William 
TrumpoWer, George Gilmour, Sr., 
Jack Gray, Oscar Oakleaf, Jack 
Bramilett, Eli Barrett and the 
Bankhead and Leriger families, 

It was in the fall of 1917 that 
Mr. Tansem opened the post of- 
ffice and first store. The new cen- 
tre was named Wanham after a 
railway engineer. 

First house built on what is 
now the town site was built by 
the Leriger family in 1914. It still 
stands, 

Three distinct tides of settlement 
washed over the farmlands radi- 
ating out from Wanham. In 1920

Most of the land in the Peoria 
district, south of Wanham was

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Dauphin Survey 
Party Taking 
Levels Of Lake 


DAUPHIN, Man. — A town of 


Riding Mountdin national 
park to make a six-week survey 
of the Lake Edwards area. The 
survey, expected to cost about 
$2,000, was authorized by town 
council atthe last meeting. 

Purpose is to gain topographical 
information to determine the level 
to which the lake can be raised. 
An increase in reserve water sup- 
ply for the town is being sought. 

At present Edwards Lake is esti- 
mated to hold some billion gallons 
of water, It is believed that if the 
level is raised four feet, the ca- 
pacity would be increased to 
about one and a half billion gal- 
lons, 

Since 1939 other surveys have 
been begun in study of the matter. 
In 1946 a contour map was sub- 
mitted with plans of proposed 
dams and other constructions to 
the department of national parks. 
The department requested a more 
detailed layout, however. 

Prior to 1939, several dry win- 
ters cut the town water supply to 
such an etxent that services wére 
barely able to operate, Fear of a 
repetition of this has led to the 
present survey. 

Permission to raise the level of 
the lake will have to be obtained 
from the federal department. 

The survey party will stake out 
the future shore line of the lake 
and determine if the level can be 
raised the desired four feet. 


IN_SASKATCHEWAN 


Changes Made In °° 


Highway Rules 


Certain changes in regulations 
under the Highways and Trans- 
portation Act were announced by 
Hon. J. T. Douglas, Minister of 
Saskatchewan Highways and 
Transportation. AY 

The three most significant 
changes in the regulations are as 
follows: the permissable length of 
a semi-trailer unit is extended 
from 45 feet to 50 feet; vehicles 
having a flange, rib, clamp, lug 
or other device attached to its 
wheels or tracks or made part 
thereof or having contact with the 
road surface by discs or “Vv” 
shaped wheels, which will injure 
the highway, shall not be operated 
or be moved upon or over any sec- 
tion of a Provincial Highway; 
the regulations shall not apply to 
public highways other than Pro- 
vincial highways, such as those in 
rural municipalities, local improve- 
ment districts, villages or hamlets. 

The new regulations, it was 
noted, became effective Feb. 15, 
1954,
